PROBLEMS OF CREDIT 
“Consumer credit, or ‘buying on 
time’ is an essential part of our 
modern economy. But, like all good 
things, it can be carried to ex- 
tremes, For the individual, to live 
in constant heavy debt is to live 
in bondage; and the burden of 
debt is usually the greatest for 
those who can afford it least: viz., 
those who need or are attracted 
by ‘no down payment’ offers. For 
the economy as a whole, consumer 
credit, results in the production 
and sale of durable goods (a form 
of long-term investment by the 
consumer) without at the same 
time a corresponding act of sav- 
ing. There need be no harm in 
this: provided the consumer loan is 
itself financed out of saving — the 
consumer then borrows in order to 
spread his own saving over time. 
" But if a great rise in consumer 
loans is financed through bank 
credit expansion we have an ex- 
pansion not of short-term, self- 
liquidating credit but a long-term 
loan paid back only over a long

Finance is geared to this gross 
national product-in such a way 
that if in any year the product 
falls below a certain ideal level, 
there will be an automatic bud- 
get deficit. If the national pro- 
duet rises above this level, there 
will. be an automatic surplus. 
And the ideal level of gross 
national product is apparently 
defined as the level that would 
have obtained had employment 
and the rate of growth of the 
economy been “normal” every 
year since the base year 1953. 
It may be open to question 
whether this kind of built-in 
stabilizer will prove sufficiently 
strong to produce the desired 
effect. It may prove too passive 
to meet the crises that lie 
ahead, It may well be that the 
automatic principle was adopt- 
ed as a device to ensure that 
fiscal policy would at least. not 
make things worse: that it 
would at least be a neutral fac- 
tor in the short run. Meanwhile, 
monetary policy with its greatly 
superior flexibility, could be re- 
lied upon to take care of short 
swings in business activity and 
employment, leaving longer run 
problems of economic develop- 
ment and growth to the neces- 
sarily slower justments 
through annual revisions of the 
budget.”

{protection from first Fall frost 


The Lethbridge Experimen 
Farm has applied itself for sev- 
eral .yeats to the problem of get- 
ting aro’ the first Fall frost. 

As every southern Alberta gar- 
dener and farmer knows states the 
Lethbridge Herald, there’s often 
one early frost that cuts down all 
the tender vegetables and flowers, 
and then several weeks of warm 
frost-free weather which could 
have greatly extended and multi- 
plied ‘the harvest if the plants 
hadn't been killed. By escaping the 
damage of that one cold night, 
then, the gardening season could 
be lengthened considerably. 

Field tomato experiment 

The same experimental farm and 
oné or two others have been work- 
ing on a field tomato early enough 
for this climate. It would be grown 
in the irrigation belt of southern 
Alberta and would permit the ex- 
pansion of the booming canning 
industry in these parts. 

Even in the jong-season irriga- 
tion belt that early frost has been 
the bugbear for tomato growers. 
Even the new early varieties being 
developed would run the risk of 
premature frost. Earlier Spring 
planting under. paper cover helps, 
but is not enough. So research on 
the prevention of frost damage has 
been confined mostly to tomatoes, 
But it would apply just as much 
to all tender fruits, flowers and 
vegetables, 

No apparent benefit was found 
from the use of large fans to 
create air turbulence. 

Oil-burning otchard heaters such 
as used in California to protect 
citrus orchards by throwing up a 
protective blanket of smoke were 
found “of little value”.

What to do about "slumps" 


Almost every athlete who‘ per- 


; forms regularly knows what a 


slump is—he can't score goals, 
make hits, or put those placement 
shots where he wants them, Very 
often, theré appears “to-be no par- 
ticular reason. Sometimes the 
player shakes the, dlump off quick- 
ly, sometimes it is prolonged and 
he begins to worry, tighen up and 
make a lot of mistakes. 

When a slump reaches this pro- 
portion, the athlete is seldom a 
very pleasant fellow to be with. 
He gets grouchy, quick tempered 
and his morale becomes very low. 

Any athlete who is in such a 
stump can help himself snap out 
ot it by remembering these few 
simple rules; 

1, Check up on your funda- 
mentals, Often, players acquire in- 
correct habits as they play. Unless 
they go back and ¢heck to see if 
all their fundamentals are being 


~ done properly, their skill will con-

tinue to decrease, 

2. Make sure you are not 
“tightening up.’ This is something 
that usually is made worse by a 
slump—the player starts to shoot 
or swing his bat with tight, tense 
muscles. He is often said to be 
“pressing.” Concentrate on keep- 
ing loose arid relaxed. 

3, If you are shooting a puck or 
a ball, watch carefully and see 
just how you are missing, Are you 
shooting off to one side or the 
other consistently; are you shoot- 
ing too high or too low; are you 
telegraphing your shots? Such 
analysis will help you diagnose and 
ccrrect your error, | 

It has been found that every 
time. a player (even a top star) 
stages this type of check-up, his 
plays show definite improvement 
over the next few weeks. Try to 
remember not to get panicky when 
you're in a slump—play it smart 
and analyze!
